- Washington, May 16.—The supreme 
court of the District of Columbia on 
its own Initiative today instituted pro- 
ceedings for alleged contempt against 
President. Samuel Gompers, Vice Pres- 
ident John 
Mitchell arid Secretary 


Frank Morrison, of. the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 


The sentences of. imprisonment im- 


posed on these men by the supreme 
court were yesterday revoked' by the 
United States supreme court and the 
case remanded to the district supreme 
court 


Mr. Gompers Not Scared. 


Mr. Gompers, when told of the action 


of the district court, said: 


"Justice Wright can go just as far as 


he likes. Ke will find i.ye are not run- 
ning away—not even from him." 


The supreme court in setting aside 


the sentences of imprisonment .held 
that the case on which the lower court 
had acted constituted a civil contempt 
against the Bucks Stove, and Range 
company and that tlie 
offense 
was 


punishable only by a fine to be recov- 
ered by the wronged corporation. 


Justice Lamar, in handing down the 


opinion, called attention to the fact, 
however, that if- the lower court felt 
aggrieved it could still bring criminal 
contempt proceedings In the premises 
and inflict a jail sentence. 


Quick to Take Advantage. 


The lower court has been quick to 


take advantage of the opportunity of- 
fered to reopen the case. As the labor 
dispute which brought the case into 
court had ended it was presumed the 
matter would-be allowed to drop. 


Justice Wright, of the district su- 


preme court, who imposed the sen- 
tences, today instituting the proceed- 
ings anew, appointed Jos. J. Darling- 
ton. Daniel Davenport and James M. 
Beck, counsel for the Bucks Stove and 
Range company, as a committee to in- 
quire "forthwith" into the question of 
whether the labor leaders had violated 
the court's order. 


The committee was Instructed to re- 


r>"rt tn the crnirt whether, in the opin- 
ion of the committee, the labor leaders 
were guilty of contempt in vlol-ltintc 
the injunction against the publication 
of a so-called boycott list in the Amer- 
ican Federationist. the official organ of 
the labor federation.

today. It makes two points clear: 


First, that there w!li uo no con- 


tumacy by tn© company—it purposes 
to obey the decree. 


Second, that it will be some tima 


before any plans of reorganization 
are given out- 


The company has insisted through- 


out that no plans had. been formulat- 
ed in advance of the decree and a 
statement made today by Mortimer 37. 
Elliott, general solicitor fo; the com- 
pany, takes the same attitude. 


'"Having only before us the press 


reports of Chief Justice White's or.il 
opinion and the remarks of Justice 
Harlan, and not. having yet seen the 
opinion of the court in full, it is im- 
possible to make any lengthy state- 
ment," reads the statement. 


"The 
full opinion must be read and 


studied by my associates and myself 
before it can 
be intelligently dealt 


with. 


"It-may, l.owever, be said now that 


the Standard Oil company will obey 
the decree- of the court and that all 
the companies embraced in the court's 
decree will carry on their business as 
usual under the direction.of their own 
officers- Jin'd 'through their own corpor- 
ate organization." 


William Rockefeller's .Statement. 


William Rockefeller, one of the di- 


rectors of-.the Standard Oil company, 
said: 
: "At this time 11 cannot say a thing 
about the decision. The company will 
make a statement through Mr. El- 
liott after the decision has been read 
in every particular. ' AH we can do is 
hope that the decision is for the best. 
After all the Standard Oil case was 
one of the things affecting general 
business conditions unfavorably."

They 
go without breakfast in summer and 
in winter they eat no lunch. Tharc Is 
no playground attached to the school.

school.

much fun to growing boys. At night 
the little fellows are too tired to play,

TWELFTH DISTRICT HISTORY. 


STANDARD OIL DECISION., 


The supreme court decision affirming the order of a 


lower federal court for dissolution of the Standard Oil 
company leaves the question of abolishing trusts still 
unsolved. Only unreasonable monopoly and undue re- 
straint of trade are interdicted by this decision. In a 
word, the Sherman anti-trust law cannot interfere with 
a "good trust" and can interfere with a "bad trust." 
This was the attitude of the Roosevelt administration 
under which the anti-trust suits that have been before 
the supreme court were instituted. 


Of 'course this present decision decrees the doom of 


the Standard Oil company as it is at this time con- 
stituted:''The big corporation must'dissolve and re- 
organize in such fashion as will avoid or evade the 
term^ of the anti-trust law and the inhibitions of the 
supreme court. The right to combine and do business 
in oil .'and even all the business of the country in oil 
does not seem to be questioned of the stockholders of 
the Standard corporation and its numerous,subsidiary 
companies, but it must do that business in a certain 
.way, or 'rather it must not do business in certain ways. 
In brief, to quote Chief Justice White's opinion in the 
case, "we construe the sixth paragraph of the decree 
not as depriving the stockholders or the corporations 
of the right to live under the law of- the land, but as 
compelling obedience to that law."

Perhaps when 
more of the truth is known respecting this opposition 
of farmers to the Canadian agreement the delicate 
hands of the lumber trust and the pulp and paper 
combine' will be found to have been most diligent in 
stirring up this mess.

Six congressional apportionments have been made In 


Indiana during the past thirty-two years, beginning with 
that of March '20, 1879. Under these various re-ar.range- 
ments some radical changes were made from time to time. 
The counties that have fared best In this particular are 
those composing the Twelfth (Fort Wayne) district. They 
have been permitted to remain together without change of 
any sort all these years. There Is a manifest advantage in 
such permanence of association. 
The inhabitants thereof 


have thus had opportunity to become well acquainted and 
allied together. 
Territorially it is the most compact and 


symmetrical in the state—a block cut out of the northeast 
corner, 
and inhabited by a splendid type of citizenship. 


Agriculturally the soil of .ill the counties of the district Is 
Ilrst-class. 
There is no more intelligent farm population 


In Indiana than that of LnGrange county. U was settled 
mainly by New Yorkers, Pennsylvunlnns and Ohloans, with 
here and there a sprinkling of New Englanders. 
When the 


writer of this established The National Banner at Ligonier 
in May, 1866, that paper gained quite a list of substantial 
•subscribers in the county to the north—among them being 
a brother of Millard Fillmorc, who, upon the death of Presi- 
dent Zachary Taylor, became president of the United States, 
July 10, 1S50. serving in that capacity until March 4, 1853. 
The district is composed of the counties of Allen, Whltlcy, 
Noble. DeKalb, Steuben, and LaGrange. The only disad- 
vantage about this combination is that Allen county con- 
stitutes nearly one-half of ihe district as to population and 
power of control In nominating conventions. 


Though the district is normally democratic, and substan- 


tially so at thnt, it has at four different elections sent re- 
publicans to congress. The gentlemen thus favored were 
James B. White, Jacob D. Leighty, Newton W. Gilbert, and 
Clarence C. Gilhams. 
White was the beneficiary of the 


anti-third 
term movement against Judge Robert Lowry; 


Leighty was boosted by the panic of 1893; Gilbert and Gil- 
hams went In on the Roosevelt wave. 


Following are the congressmen chosen In the Twelfth, 


beginning with 1SSO:, Walpole G. Colerick (re-elected) of 
Fort Wayne; 1882 and 18S4, Robert Lowry, of Fort Wayne; 
1886, James B. White, Fort Wayne; 1SSS and 1890, Charles 
A. 0. McClellan, of Auburn, DeKalb county; 1892, Wm. F. 
McNagny, Columbia City, Whitfey county; 1894, Jacob D. 
Leighty, of DeKalb county: 1896, 189S, 19'00 and 1902, James 
M. Robinson, Fort Wayne; 1904, Newton W. Gilbert, An- 
gola, Steuben county. 
(Mr. Gilbert resigned hia seat in 


congress to accept an appointment in the. Philippine islands, 
and Clarence C. Gilhams was chosen In his place at a spe- 
cial election.) 
1906, 'Clarence C. Gilhams, LaGrange; 190S 


and 1910. Cyrus Cline, o£ Steuben county. 


It will be observed from the foregoing that each of 


these six counties, except Noble, has had representation in 
congress. But Noble county Is not entirely without con- 
gressional honors. It had a congressman from 1861 to 1863 
when the Fort Wayne district was known as the Tenth and 
had Elkhart and Kosciusko counties in it, In addition to the 
other six counties. His name was William Mitchell, a resi- 
dent of Kendallville, a man of considerable business ability 
and of personal popularity among the pioneer settlers. He 
was defeated for re-election in 1862 by Joseph K. Edgerton, 
a distinguished lawyer of Fort Wayne, an accomplished 
scholar, elegant gentleman, and for a number of years pres • 
ident of the Grand Rapids and Indiana railroad.

families in Chicago have been regularly drawing.re- 
lief from the public funds. Persons who have been 
almost wholly supported by public charity—getting 
food, clothing, rental money and the like—were dis- 
' covered to be able to get along'and in some cases quite 
. independent. 
One woman who. with her daughter, 


had been for years regularly obtaining relief was 
found to be the proprietor nf a flourishing little mer- 
cantile establishment. 
Several were found who had 


bank accounts running into thousands and scores had 
money laid by. What the really deserving and help- 
less poor have suffered because of these parasites is 
not pleasant to speculate upon.

As related in a special dispatch to the 
Herald from Washington this morning, it was developed 
that in response to urgent appeals to the farmers for funds 
to send the delegation to Washington in opposition to the 
reciprocity bill all but $28 of the money collected by this 
newspaper had been contributed by bankers, creameries, 
elevators and 
fire nsurance companies. 
Senator Stone 


pertinently remarked to this witness: "If the farmers of 
Minnesota are so vehemenly, bitterly and unanimously op- 
posed to this agreement as you say they are, this does not 
seem like a very liberal response, does it?"

Supreme Court Decision in Government's 


Suit Gives Octopus Six Months to 


Go Out of Business. 


MAN WHO CREATED STANDARD OIL TRUST AND OUT OF;': 


IT BECAME WORLD'S RICHEST 


. Washington, May 
16.—The Unite-1 


'States supreme court announced its 
'decision late yesterday in the suit of 
the government against the Standard 
Oil company, dissolving the corpora 
tlon. 


The decision was read by Chief Jus- 


,tice White, and was concurred in by 
the full bench on most points, Justice 
'Harlan dissenting on one point regard- 
Ing "unreasonable" restraint of trade. 


Incidentally the decision was 
not 


given until after the close o£ the Wall 
street market and many predictions 
are being made as to what effect th« 
rulings of the court will have at the 
opening of business this morning. 


The scene^n the courtroom was dra- 


matic. Every available portion of the 
room was occupied. 
Chief 
Justice 


White sat as he read the decision. So 
did Justice Harlan, but the latter was 
vigorous in his gestures and frequently 
pounded the table to give emphasis to 
his remarks. 


Reviews Chief Points.. 


Chief Justice White in hia opinion 


first reviewed the preliminary proceed 
Ings in the case in the circuit court o 
the United States for the eastern dis- 
trlct of Missouri. He restated the es 
sentlal points in the bill of the gov 
ernment asking for the dissolution of 
the Standard Oil anfl the answer ques- 
tioning the jurisdiction of the court 
and denying the claims of the govern- 


• ment. 


He dismissed the objection to the 


jurisdiction in a few words by holding 
that it was not we'll founded.' 
He 


then came to the arguments as to the 
law and the facts In the case, saying 


" , that out of the "jungle" 'of law 
and 


: facts, both sides were agreed only in 


one thing and that was that the de- 
'termination of-the controversy rested 
upon the proper construction and ap- 
plication of the first and second sec- 
tions of the anti-trust act. 


The views of the two sides, as to 


the law, the chief justice said.were as 


' wide apart as the poles. 
The. same, 


he said, was true as to the facts. 


Recites Unlawful Charges. 


~"Thus, on the one hand, with re- 


lentless pertinacity and. minuteness of 
^analysis," .said the chief Justice, "it is 


insisted-that the facts established that 


''•the assailed-.combination took.its birth

Dissects Law's Meaning. . 


The rest of his opinion divided Itself 


Into a consideration .of the meaning 
of the Sherman anti-trust flaw in the 
light of the common law and the law 
o£ the United States at the time of its 
adoption, the contentions of tTie parties 
concerning the act and the scope and 
effect of the decisions of the supreme 
court, the application of the statute to 
the facts, and, lastly, the remedy. 


In striving to get at the meaning of 


the two sections of the law he said 
the sole subject with which the first 
" section dealt was "restraint of trade." 


and that the ''attempt to monopolize 
and monopolization" was the subject 
of the second section- 


The chief justice said that in get- 


ting at the meaning of these words he 
•would be guided by the principle that 
•where words are employed In a stat- 
ute, which at .the time had a well- 
known meaning in common law, or in 
the law of this country, they we^e 
presumed to have been used in this 
case unless the context compels to 
the contrary. 


Summarizes Legal Points. 


He summarized his search into tho 


common law and the law of the coun- 
try at the time the Sherman anti- 
trust law was passed, so far as the 
first section was concerned, as fol- 
lows: 
. "1. That the contest manifests that 


•the statute teas drawn In the Hght of 
tie existing practical conception, of 


which had been applied at the. com- 
mon law and in this country.In-deal- 
ing with subjects of. the:- character 
embraced.by the. statute, was intend- 
ed to be the measure used for tho 
purpose of determining whether in a 
given case a particular act had or had 
not brought about the wrong against 
which the statute provided." 


Second Section Strengthens.

Refers to . Rule of Reason. : 


plying its prohibitions to every case, 
within its'literal language. 
The error 


of the government on this point, Chief 
Justice White said, was in assuming 
that the decisions of the court had de- 
cided in accordance with' its conten- 
tions. 


"This is true," said the chief justice, 


"because as the acts which may come 
under the classes stated • in the first 
section,' an'd the restraint1 of trade to 
which that section applies;' a.re not 
specifically enumerated ' 'or defined, it 
is obvious that'judgment'must in every 
case be' called Into 'play in order to 
determine whether a particular-act is 
embraced within the statutory classes j 
and whether, if the act Is within sn'ch 
classes, its nature or effect causes it 
to be a restraint of trade within the 
intendment of the act. 


Every Act Not Embraced. 


"To hold to the contrary would re- 


quire the conclusion either that every 
contract, act or combination of any 
kind or nature, whether it operated a 
restraint on trade or not, was within" 
the statute, and thus the statute would 
be destructive of all right to contract 
or agree or combine in any respect 
whatever as to subjects embraced in 
Interstate trade- or commerce, or if 
this conclusion were not reach'ed, then 
the contention would require it to be 
held .that, as the statute did not de-

though the statute by the compre- 
hensiveness of the enumerations em- 
bodied ' in both the . first and second 
sections makes It assiduously certain 
that Its purpose was to prevent un- 
due restraints of every kind or nature. 
nevertheless, by the omission of any 
direct prohibition against monopoly in 
the concrete,, it indicates a conscious- 
ness that the freedom of the indi- 
vidual right to contract when not un- 
duly or improperly exercised was the 
most efficient means for the prevention 
of- monopoly, since the operation -'^ 
the centrifical and centripetal force:

Holds Conclusions Correct.

Months Gathering Evidence.

Contention of the Defense. 


The other side of the contest was 


summarized by John G. Johnson, in the 
closing argument in the case.

For the alleged sins 
that the corporation had committed, 
he argued, there exisited an adequate 
remedy at 'law and therefore it was 
not necessary for equity to step in to 
dissolve the corporation. 
He denied 


that rebates were being accepted by 
the corporation now, or that it was 
cutting prices 
or 
organizing secret 


concerns, and characterized the gov- 
ernment's references to them in the 
past ns necessary to "give the proper 
color and raise the proper amount ol 
indignation" in the case. He declared 
that" the Standard oil organization was 
the result of orderly growth.

opsn for all who may desire to enter,"

closing, "whether with 


ocean steamer or with dugout, with 
Rockefeller wealth or with-naught but

Reason May Be Resorted To.
